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Congress Mulling Medical Device Crackdown 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In the wake ol reports of numerous 
deaths and injuries caused by faulty medical devices. Congress 
appears ready to pass a bill that will broaden the Food and Drue 
Administration's power to regulate the devices. 


House and Senate conferees last week hammered out 
differences in the measure to regulate an estimated 12.000 
medical devices produced by 1.300 manufacturers. 


The conferees will make the new version public next week, and 
they expect to have the final bill on President Ford’s desk in early 
May. He is expected to sign it. 


The House has estimated the FDA would need an extra $15 
million a year to enforce the measure. The FDA’s Bureau of 
Medical Devices would be expanded from 100 persons to about 
1,000, according to Robert Sauer, a bureau official. After five 


years the added cost might bo 15 to 2ii per cent higher than $15 
million. Sauer said. 


In the past the FDA has complained it was powerless to require 
safety testing before medical devices were marketed, or to 
remove hazardous and deceptive devices without first getting a 
judge's permission 


A federal task force reported in 1970 that medical devices 
caused an estimated 10,000 injuries including 751 deaths during 
the previous decade. Tin' report attributed 512 deaths and Wit 
injuries to heart valves. K9 deaths and ISO injuries to cardiac 
pacemakers, and 10 deaths and 8,000 injuries to intrauterine 
contraceptive devices.

None of the major medical devices trade associations hazarded 
a guess in congressional hearings on how much the bill could cost 
industry.

The chamber called the idea 
of a State Power Authority, 
proposed by the Governor’s 
Commission on Electric Power 
Alternatives, "inadvisable at 
this time.” 


"Rising costs in the field of 
utilities will be inevitable, no 


matter what kind of system is 
operating.” said a statement 
from the chamber. 


"The question really is: Shall 
Michigan radically tamper with 
the private enterprise system 
that has met the needs of in­ 
dustry and the general public on 
little more than a claim by 
government that it can do the 
job cheaper and better?”

Authority Ik> created to bid with 
privately owned utilities for the 
rights to build power plants 


The state 
Public Service 
Commission would decide if 
new plants were needed, and 
who should build them, with the 
aim of providing the cheapest 
power possible.

U.S. Faces Semi-Annual 
6Confusion Of Clocks’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Daylight Savings 
Time begins Sunday. Remember, it’s spring 
ahead, fall back. If you like to stroll, swat a 
tennis ball or water the garden in the even­ 
ing, then come Sunday you’ll have an extra 
hour of light to indulge in all your favorite 
pastimes. But if you’re a farmer or like to jog 
before breakfast — well, sorry. Either way, 
clocks move forward Sunday one hour for the 
six months of Daylight Saving Time (DST) 
from 2 a.m. Sunday to 2 a.m. Oct. 31. And. if 
you get confused on which direction to move 
the hands, just remember the saying, 
“Spring ahead, fall back.” 


The extra hour may come in handy for 
Congress as it grapples with proposals to 
change the system of six months of DST and 
six months of standard time. Earlier this 
year, the Senate passed a bill to provide 
seven months of DST this year and next, 
from mid-March until mid-October. But 
inaction by the House Commerce Committee 
kept it from taking effect in time for the 
spring. A House commerce subcommittee 
has tentatively scheduled DST hearings for 
next month, but they could be delayed 
further because other types of legislation are 
deemed more important. Until some sort of

The move to extend DST was begun in late 
1973 during the peak of the energy crisis.

BEIRUT. Lebanon (AP) - 
Christian President Suleiman 
Franjieh has stepped down 
under pressure from Moslems 
and his own supporters and 
preparations are underway to 
convene parliament to choose a 
new' president, officials said 
today. 


A radio station supporting 
Franjieh said he had signed a 
constitutional 
amendment 
making possible the immediate 
selection 
of 
his 
successor. 
Beirut Radio, which is con­ 
trolled by his opponents, said 
later 
he 
had 
signed 
the 
document and sent a copy to 
parliament. 


The 
incumbent 
Christian 
president has become a symlxtl 
of 
Christian 
resistance 
to 
Moslem demands for a greater 
share of political and economic 
power in Lebanon, which Chris­ 
tians have dominated since the 
nation was formed after World 
War II 


A spokesman for Parliament 
Speaker Kamel Assaad said 
Franjieh’s 
secretary 
had 
telephoned a confirmation of the 
signing, saying the amendment 
was effective immediately and 
arrangements were being made 
to convene parliament. 


Franjieh cancelled a meeting 
of his supporters Friday at 
which he had l>een expected to 
announce a decision on his 
long-awaited resignation. 


The president reportedly has 
been stalling while seeking as­ 
surances from Syria, which has 
an estimated 0,000 troops in 
Lebanon, on his own future and 
the role of Palestinians in any 
lasting peace. 


Franjieh’s refusal to resign 
had stymied political efforts to 
end the Lebanese civil war, 
which has cost nearly 17.000 
lives.

Legislator Says Taxpayers 
Are Victims Of ‘Double Dip’ 


Editor. 


Perhaps you and your readers 
are aware that I have in­ 
troduced legislation to establish 
a new state policy of not over- 
funding leisure time classes at 
Michigan community colleges 
There is currently considerable 
misinformation being spread 
throughout the state about my 
efforts and those of others 
including the Governor to stop a 
program that is currently giv­ 
ing you and I a double dip in 
cost. 


Let me give you a quick bit of 
background 
information. 
Presently, the state of Michigan 
is fully funding all leisure time 
or institutional credit classes 
beine offered by community 
colleges. These courses include: 
belly 
dancing, 
slimnastics, 
painting, macramè, bridge and 
others. Even if the most con­ 
servative estimates are used, 
the cost to the state would be 


over $7 million each year. 


To this point everything is 
fine. 
Now the 
problem 
is 
complicated because often there 
will be a joint 
agreement 
between 
the 
community 
colleges and the K-12 school 
districts. The K-12 school dis- 


tnct will run the leisure time 
courses and the community 
college will handle the adminis­ 
tration The student is charged 
a fee for attending the class 
when state money has already 
been made available to pay for 
the class, so the taxpayer in ef­ 
fect is forced to pay twice for the 


In September. 1830. the decision to 
hold the first national political party 
convention was made at a meeting in 
Philadelphia 
of the 
Anti-Masonic* 
Party. Ten states and one territory 
were represented. 


The first national convention was 
held in 1831 and William Wirt of 
Maryland and Amos Ellm aker of 
Pennsylvania were selected as the 
presidential and vice presidential 
candidates. respectively. 


Immediately, the major parties 
snapped up the convention system. 
The new National Republican Party, in 
December. 1831, held a national con­ 
vention in Baltimore, with delegates 
from 17 states, and nominated Henry 
Clay for president. 


In May. 1832. the Democrats held 
their first national convention in Bal­ 
timore and nominated Andrew Jack­ 
son for president. 


At all three of the first national con­ 
ventions in 1831 and 1832. each state 
represented had a vote equal to its 
electoral vote. 


Prior to the institution of the na­ 
tional 
convention 
system, 
party 
nominations for president and vice 
president had been made by a caucus 
of the party members in Congress. 


A fight over the 1824 presidential 
nominee 
of 
the 
Democratic- 
Republican Party sounded the doom of 
the caucus system. 
The 
Monroe 
adinistration and the caucus tried to 
pick Secretary of the Treasury Craw­ 
ford as the party’s presidential can­ 
didate. But both Andrew Jackson and 
Henry Clay had a larger following 
among party members. 


The anti-Crawford forces defied the 
caucus. Jackson. Clay, Crawford and 
John 
Quincy 
Adams 
all 
were 
presidential candidates. None received 
a majority. 


When the election was thrown into 
the House. Adams was elected. Jack­ 
son supporters suspected a deal with 
Clay. 


In any event, that was the end of 


“ King Caucus.”

To reiterate, the taxpayer is 
helping to fund these leisure 
time classes that generally have 
already been paid for by the 
participating student. Now I 
learn that some community 
college presidents are Attempt­ 
ing to get support from adult 
students for continued state

In the first instance. I am up­ 
set by the double dip procedure 
and want it stopped. I think you 
w-nuld agree and would want it 
stopped also.

Jimmy Carter makes much 
ado about how many duplicating 
and

bureaucracy 
he 
would 
eliminate. 
George 
Wallace 
makes 
equally 
"cutting” 
statements 
about 
the 
bureaucrats who run the federal 
government; often with little 
control from the White House. 


President Nixon, whatever his 
other weaknesses, developed 
and presented to Congress some 
of 
the 
most 
revolutionary 
proposals for cutting the size of 
the federal government we’d 
seen in many years. 


Mr. Nixon's program for 
shifting and combining depart­ 
ments 
and 
bureaus 
made 
anything Carter 
and 
other 
presidential 
candidates 


proposed, seem lame in com­ 
parison. The Nixon proposals 
are filed away in the cabinets of 
C ongressional committees. The 
Senate 
and 
House 
neither 
adopted the Nixon concepts nor 
came 
up 
with 
agreed-on 
counter-legislation. 


Even when Congress has vot­ 
ed decentralization programs, 
the end result seems to be a 
heavier concentration of federal 
bureaucracy, not a reduction 
There was talk a while back of 
the new federalism. Revenue 
sharing was intended to shift a 
hefty portion of what’s funded in 
Washington back to the states. 
A chunk of money was voted. 
But the federal bureaucracy 
proceeded to expand, in major

areas, the decentralization it 
was supposed to affect. This 
federal expansion, of course, 
was approved by Congress. 


Carter and some fellow can­ 
didates have also talked of zero 
budgeting, looking at every 
federal program and agency 
from scratch each year. 


It is well in this respect to 
remember that a number of 
presidents, including Mr. Ford 
and Mr. Nixon, have sent the 
Senate and House long lists of 
programs and agencies that no 
longer serve a useful purpose 
Mr. Nixon and Mr. Ford might 
have saved everyone a lot of 
bother by forgetting the exer­ 
cise before it was started. 


The number of agencies, 
programs and functions cut was 
so small it’s hard to track. 


One agency head testified that 
he had nothing to do for years 
except amuse himself. His staff 
members were busy only when 
they could find personal errands 
to occupy themselves. He was 
successful, as I recall, in getting 
his agency abolished; but it took 
a great deal of personal effort on 
his part. 


We’ve seen what’s happened 
to energy . The President has a 
program. Numerous senators 
and representatives have theirs, 
but not Congress. 


Having failed in welfare, 
domestic economics and assort­ 
ed programs. Congress is now 
moving 
energetically 
into 
foreign affairs. In a negative 
way. Congress has come up with 
obstacles 
on 
a 
series 
of 
presidential proposals — on 
Angola, on actions in Southeast 
Asia and on trade agreements 
with the Soviet Union. Checks 
on a president are a good thing 
but negative blocks with no 
positive set of similar programs 
leave a president rudderless. 


In times of great depression, 
as in the Franklin Roosevelt 
era. a charismatic president can 
carry Congress along for awhile 
— but study sometimes the 
number of Roosev elt vetoes. 


Carter's ‘Goof9 


May Be A Plus 


On the face of it, Jimmy 
Carter's position on neigh­ 
borhoods 
seems 
entirely 
reasonable. I would suppose an 
overwhelming 
majority 
of 
Americans would agree with 
him completely. 


Yet he has had to issue 
apologies, 
the 
charge 
of 
“ racism” 
is being bruited 
about. Henry Jackson professes 
himself amazed at Carter’s 
position, and the commentators 
say that Carter’s candidacy 
may have been damaged. 


Here is Carter’s astounding 
position as set forth in In­ 
dianapolis: 


"I have nothing against a 
community that is made up of 
people that are Polish, that are 
Czechoslovakians, 
who 
are 
French-Canadians. or who are 
blacks trying to maintain the 
ethnic purity of their neigh­ 
borhoods. 


“This is a natural inclination 
on the part of people . . I see 
nothing wrong with that as long 
as it is done freely. I would 
never, though, condone any 
sort of discrimination against, 
say, a black family or any 
other family, from moving into 
(a) neighborhood But I don’t 
think government ought to 
deliberately try to break down 
an ethnically oriented neigh­ 
borhood by artificially injecting 
into it someone from another 
ethnic group just to create 
some form of integration.’’ 


Reasonable enough, you say . 
Carter is against the Federal 
government plunking down a 
low-income housing project in. 
say. the neighborhood of mid­ 
dle-class suburban Jews in 
Forest Hills. Long Island. The 
local population there, as a 
matter of fact, vociferously op­ 
posed it too. to the point of 
near-not. 


Yet one columnist called 
Carter’s remarks "his first big 
mistake.” A lead editorial in a 
major 
Eastern 
newspaper 
demanded that Carter "explain 
in detail what he meant Tues­ 
day when he told reporters that 
government 
should 
refrain 


from trying deliberately to 
alter the racial, ethnic com­ 
position of residential neigh­ 
borhoods." 


Andrew Young, a prominent 
black supporter of Carter, was 
virtually beside himself: "I 
don't think he understood how 
loaded (the term ethnic purity) 
is with Hitlerian connotations." 


Admittedly. Carter’s term 
"ethnic purity” was a touch 
unfortunate, if not. strictly 
speaking, 
meaningless. 
No 
ethnic group is ‘ pure.’’ But 
everyone knows that what he 
meant 
was 
"relatively 
homogeneous *’ 


What 
Carter 
had 
done, 
however, 
was 
violate 
a 
cherished liberal myth which 
no sensible person actually 
believes in but which liberals 
choose to honor According to 
that myth, manftind itself is 
homogeneous. We belong to 
"the family of m an.” Con­ 
sequently, 
ethnic, 
racial, 
religious. 
and 
cultural 
differences 
are 
"really” 
somehow inconsequential. 


Adherance to this strange 
notion has actually become 
enshrined as a criterion of 
upper middle class respec­ 
tability. 
Not 
coincidentally, 
there is a great deal of money 
connected with that myth, since 
all sorts of programs can be 
devised, funded, promoted and 
administered to try to bring 
about the desired homogeneity. 
Since busing has flopped, why 
not 
try 
rearranging neigh­ 
borhoods'’ 


The myth violated by Carter, 
however, does not describe 
social reality as experienced by 
most people, and Carter has 
therefore probably done him­ 
self some political good if he 
can manage to stay clear of the 
guardians 
of 
official 
mythology.

The law, contained in Title IX 
of the federal education amend­ 
ments

prohibits 
discrimination on the basis of 
sex in education programs and 
activities 
and 
employment 
practices and policies. 


At 
most schools, 
it 
will 
require changes in the teaching 
of physical education classes 
and vocational education classes 
such as home economics and 
auto mechanics. It also requires 
school counselors to outline all 
career opportunities to both 
men and women. 
The seminar yesterday at the 
Berrien County Intermediate 
sch<Nil headquarters is one of 10 
scheduled in the state by the 
Michigan 
Department 
of 
Education.

how the law will affect school 
systems and how they must 
comply. She said the law will 
affect any education institution 
which receives federal assis­ 
tance which she said 
will 
Include “every school district, 
community college, college and 
university in the country.” 


Among the provisions of the 
law as described at the meeting: 


Athletics may separate men 
and women on the basis of 
“ Ixtdil.v contact” and “ competi­ 
tive skills." In contact sports, 
such as football, wrestling and 
basketball, 
separate 
teams 
must l>c provided for each sex. 
In non-contact sports, such as 
tennis and golf, teams can 
include both men and women. 
In Physical education classes, 
sex-segregated 
classes are 
prohibited. Exemptions from 
the law are the teaching of con­ 
tact sports and sex education, 
which may be taught separa­ 
tely. 


The 
law 
requires 
that 
separate locker room, showers 
and toilet facilities must be 
provided for men and women 
However, the law stipulates that 
the facilities must Im> of com­ 
parable condition 
as 
those 
provided to the op|xisite sex. 


Several area school adminis­ 
trators expressed concern that 
the law requires “ unneeded” 
changes in school systems and 
will require additional staff for 
school 
districts 
which 
are 
already financially-pressed. 


“ M any of these laws are 
written on the basis of theory 
rather than practicality,” said 
John Laskarides, Eau Claire 
high school principal. “It’s dis­ 
turbing to have people write 
regulations who have little to do 
with education.” 
Other areas affected by the new 
law include: — A school district 
may not require boys to take 
shop and girls to take home 
economics, exclude girls from 
shop 
or 
boys 
from 
home 
economics, or teach separate 
home economic or shop classes 
for boys or girls 


— There will no longer be 
women’s choirs or men’s glee 
clubs. Rather, classes can only 
be separated on “ vocal range 
and torial quality” which nught 
result in separate music classes 
for men and women 


— A school system must 
provide equal pay to male and 


female employes performing 
the same work in connection 
with its education program or 
activity. 


— A counselor may not use 
different materials in testing or 
guiding students based on sex. 


Schools are given until July to 
comply with the new law. ac 
cording to Ms Jacobs. Athletic 
and 
physical 
education 
programs, however, will be 
given until 1978 to comply with 
the law, she said.

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The Rh factor, responsible for 
complication in the lives of 
newborn chidren, seem s to be 
yielding to the pressure of 
scientific advancements. 


Up to a period of about 30 
years ago, almost 50 per cent of 
all 
infants with this blood 
grouping problem died at birth. 
Today, with early detection of 
the Rh factor, total transfusion 
of the child at birth and study of 
the fluid that surrounds the un­ 
born child, these mortality sta­ 
tistics 
have 
been 
greatly 
reduced. 


It is anticipated that this 
severe blood disorder may be 
nearing extinction. 


Special types of globulin ¿riven 
to mothers in the early weeks of 
pregnancy may be of additional 
help in coping with this blood 
problem. 


Even with these scientific ac­ 
com plishm ents, obstetricians 
constantly em phasize the need 
for 
following 
the 
pregnant 
woman from the moment preg­ 
nancy is established. Only in 
this way can the blood picture 
be determ ined at the earliest 
time and kept in complete con­ 
trol.

A portion of a blood clot that 
breaks away and circulates in 
the blood stream is alw ays a 
threat to life. 


An ingenious blood filter is 
being tried in experim ental 
animals at the Beth Israel Hos­ 
pital in Boston. 


Dr. Morris Simon and his co- 
workers are now able to in­ 
troduce a tiny rod into the large 
vein that brings blood back to 
the lung's. This is m ade of a 
metal alloy that was developed 
for space flights. 


This thin wire rod, when in­ 
jected into the large vein, 
springs into the shape of an 
umbrella and acts as a filter to 
catch “ travelling” pieces of 
clot. This may be a life-saving 
technique 
when 
used 
in 
humans.

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Vandalism Caps Boston Peace March 


BOSTON (AP) — After tens 
of thousands of people marched 
in a mile-long ‘‘Procession 
Against Violence" in Boston, 
police reported a series of false 
bomb threats and scattered 
stone-throwing incidents. 


Cars were reported stoned in 
several of the city’s neigh­ 
borhoods Friday evening. There 
were no reports of arrests or 
iryuries. 


In the racially integrated 
Jamaica Plain section, several 
stained windows of a church 


wore smashed by rocks. Priests 
and police said they could not 
determine 
whether 
the 
rockthrowing was racially mo­ 
tivated or another type of van­ 
dalism. 


And as officials investigated 
the bomb blast that injured 22 
people in a Boston courthouse 
Thursday — trying to deter­ 
mine the authenticity of a letter 
claiming 
responsibility 
— 
several reports of more bombs 
were phoned to police and 
newspapers.

MOUNT PLEASANT, Mich. 
(AP) — The Central Michigan 
University Board of Trustees 
has voted to raise tuition and 
fees next year, increasing un­ 
dergraduate and graduate tui­ 
tion for Michigan residents by 
$2.50 per semester hour. 


The tuition bill for out-of- 
state undergraduates will be 
'increased by $6.50 an hour 
while graduate students from 
outside of Michigan will pay $9 
more per hour. 


For Michigan undergraduate 
students, the new rate will be 
$22 an hour with Michigan 


graduate students tapped for 
$29.

on 
proposed state appropriations 
for next year, projected enroll­ 
ment and anticipated budget 
requirements.” 


One threat forced the evacua­ 
tion of the undamaged older 
wing of the courthouse. There 
also were warnings of imminent 
explosions at two state office 
buildings, the John F. Kennedy 
federal building, the Statler- 
Hilton hotel, several banks, and 
the station house of the police 
district 
investigating

courthouse bombing. No bombs 
were found at any of the sites 
The Real Paper, a weekly 
newspaper, said it received a 
letter Friday signed by the 
"Samuel 
Melville-Jonathan 
Jackson 
Unit 
for 
Prison 
Reform" and claiming credit 
for

bombing 
of 
the 
courthouse. 
The 
letter's 
authenticity has not lieen de­ 


termined. 


Police said it was mailed in 
Massachusetts after the blast — 
which police said has not been 
linked to the city’s racial trou­

reference to the name ‘'Jack­ 
son.’’ 


Melville, sentenced to prison 
on bombing charges, was killed 
in 1971 during an uprising at 
Attica State Prison in New 
York.

List year’s record corn crop of 
5.8 billion bushels has meant 
reduced feed costs for livestock 
producers, triggering a larger 
production and lower consumer 
prices for grain-fed beef, pork, 
poultry and dairy products. 


But there is new evidence that 
retail food prices, after sagging 
in recent months, are going to 
start rising again. The main 
reason is that supermarket beef 
prices, which figure heavily in 
family grocery bills, are begin­ 
ning to climb or will climb in 
the near future. 


Retail food prices dropped 
during the first three months of

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Auto Makers, Union Officials Welcome Volkswagen

DETROIT (AP) - Volks­ 
wagen’s announcement Friday 
that it will operate a car as­ 
sembly plant in the United 
States has received an expected 
plaudit from the United Auto 
Workers and not-so expected 
praise from the auto industry. 


UAW 
President 
Leonard 
Woodcock said his union is 
“ extremely happy” with the 
decision, announced in West 
Germany earlier in the da.v 


‘‘We welcome this farsighted 
decision by Volkswagen and 
look forward to the day when 
they begin to produce cars in 
this country,” the head of the 
1.4-million member union said. 
The UAW is expected to or­ 
ganize the VW facility without 
any significant opposition. 


VW, which did not announce 
a site selection, said it plans to 
build up to 200,000 cars a year 
and eventually employ 5,500 
workers. Woodcock said it 
would 
generate an 
annual 
payroll of at least $60 million 
and three or four times the 
number of jobs could be creat­ 
ed for workers in the supplier 
industry. 


Ford Motor Co had no im­ 
mediate comment on Friday. 
However, 
last 
week, 
Ford 
President Lee A. Iacocca said 
during an appearance in Pitts­ 
burgh that “ it would be a good, 
healthy thing” for both the 
country and the industry if VW 
opened a plant here. 


A spokesman at American 
Motors Corp. said the move 
would increase competition in 
the United States, “ and that’s 
always good.” 


Chrysler Corp. had no com­ 
ment on the announcement, but 
officials there have indicated 
previously the firm could profit 
handsomely from a VW' plant 
in the U.S. 


VW has signed agreements to 


supply both Chrysler and AMC 
with four-cylinder engines. In 
return, Chrysler is expected to 
produce stampings for VW 
when the West German maker 
opens its plant. 


No stamping agreement has 


been signed yet, but Chrysler 
President Eugene A. Cafiero 
said at the firm’s shareholders 
meeting 
on 
Tuesday 
that 
Chrysler is taking steps to have 
enough capacity to “produce 
all the stampings required to 


meet the U.S. demands of a 
company like Volkswagen" by 
1980. 


There was no immediate 
comment froin Onera! Motors 
Corp. 


Arvid Jouppi, an independent 


auto analyst in Detroit, said 
VW’s decision to locate tn the1 
U.S. would lessen criticism of 
the overseas operations owned 
by the American auto makers. 


“ GM and Ford are well en- 
trenched in VW’s home terri- 


tory, and Chrysler is strong 
with

France,” he said. “ With VW 
here, the native son attitude in 
other countries should be neu­ 
tralized.”

Learned 
To Cope

landlord and tenant confron­ 
tations have been documented 
over the years in songs, poetry, 
dances, but it is about time the 
two kissed and made up. Both 
are having difficulties. 


That advice comes from 
landlord George Burke of New 
York, who was given title to his 
father’s 13-family hot water 
tenement in the South Bronx 
four years ago. Landlords may 
be pictured as big bad dragons, 
and tenants are often treated as 
second-class citizens, he points 
out, but it’s because there is 
little communication and open- 
mindedness. A little more un­ 
derstanding could go a long 
way. 


“ I had heard so much about 
tenements and the people who 
lived in them that I had expect­ 
ed the worst,” he says. “ But I 
got a totally different reading. I 
was surprised at the pride they 
took in their homes. And they 
had legitimate gripes.” 


In his compassion on his first 
visit, he would have liked to 
have given the tenants in the 
75-year-old building everything 
they needed. But it was impos­ 
sible. Taxes alone are 25 per 
cent of his rent role, he con­ 
tends. 


‘‘One 
woman 
desperately 
needed a refrigerator, but I 
knew there might be a chain 
reaction and I couldn’t put in 
refrigerators in 13 apartments. 
I suggested that she contribute 
$25 to it. That limited other 
requests to those who really 
needed 
— 
two 
additional 
tenants.” 


‘‘There are lots of problems. 
For example, how can you put 
afford to put a new bathroom in 
an eight-room apartment that 
rents for $68? Especially when a 
contractor wants thousands to 
do the .job. In addition to a Hit­ 
ting floor — you could put your 
arm right through it — the 
corroded pipes needed replac­ 
ing. . 


In solving these problems, he 
may have made his “ best 
move,” he said. Two college 
students now manage the build­ 
ing, hire contractors, collect 
rents and generally supervise it. 


‘‘The kids managed to get the 
bathroom done for $400,” he 
observed. “ Their relationships 
with tenants are very good. ” 


Two years in arrears in taxes 
and marked with “ unrealistic 
violations” — he has been asked 
to rebuild a staircase that hasn't 
been used in 20 years and to 
replace an unused iron gate that 
serves no purpose — his days of 
being a landlord are numbered, 
he says.

water combine chemically to 
produce cement gel, the basic 
substance of all concrete. 


There should be just enough 
water in the mix to make it 
workable. Too much water 
dilutes the concrete and makes 
it porous, reducing its strength. 


But water is an essential part 
of the mixture and, since 
concrete can 
dry out 
too 
quickly, also causing it to lose 
strength, it must Ik1 “ cured” or 
kept damp for varying periods 
of time. 


If we use the term Portland 
cement, which is a type of 
cement and not a brand name, 
we are speaking of the powder 
that is used as the binding 
agent. 


But cement, without the word 
Portland in front of it, is often 
used to mean a mixture of 


Portland cement, sand and 
water. 


While a rather loose term, it 
has come into general use and 
can now be seen in many 
authoritative publications. Such 
mixtures are sometimes called 
“ sand mixes.” 


When you set* those words on 
a 
package 
of 
pre-mixed 
materials, for instance, you 
know that the package contains 
Portland cement and sand, 
requiring only the addition of 
water to make it workable. 


It is widely used by do-it- 
yourselfers for patching cracks 
and breaks in masonry walls 
and floors and for making small 
patches in stucco and concrete. 


It’s popularity in this form 
because it does away with 
measuring the correct amounts 
of Portland cement and sand.

Q. — I took the finish off a 
cabinet and find that there are 
still some discolorations in the 
wood. I read somewhere that I 
should use a commercial wood 
bleach to take out these dis­ 
colorations, but a neighbor says 
I can use ordinary household 
bleach. I am afraid to try it 
because I don’t want to spoil the 
wood. What’s your advice? 


A. — Liquid household bleach 
will sometimes work if there are 
minor discolorations. The worst 
that can happen is that the 
stains won’t come out. If not, 
then you can use a commercial 
wood bleach. 


A. — Yes. But why in the 
world would you want to take a 
beautiful wood like cherry and 
• make it blond? 


Q. — Can I get a blond finish 
on cherry wood? 


Q. — I’d like to apply enamel 
over a previously painted sur­ 
face. Can this be done or do I 
have to remove the old finish? 
Also, are there any other tips 
you can give me about the use 
of enamel, which I have never 
used before? 


A. — Enamel will go on well 
over an old finish that is not 
cracked or peeled. If either of 
those conditions exist, the old 
finish wiil have to be taken off. 
Assuming that, in this case, the 
old surface is intact, wash it 
lightly, then sand it lightly to 
remove the remaining gloss. 


Wipe with a cloth moistened 
with turpentine. This will take 
off any bits of grit or dust still 
there from sanding. Use an 
undercoater under the final 
finish. This can be a regular 
product marked undercoater or 
the same enamel thinned about 
50 per cent with turpentine. 


Read the directions on the 
label to see which type of un­ 
dercoater is recommended bv 
the manufacturer. In applying 
the enamel, use the same sys­ 
tem as with varnish. That is. 
brush it on with the grain, then 
across the grain. The final step 
is to use the tips of the brush, 
with little or no additional 
enamel, to smooth out the 
finish in the direction of the 
grain. 


Mortar, the substance used to 
bond brick, concrete blocks and 
the like, is a combination of 
Portland cement, sand, lime 
and water. 


Here again the premixed 
mortar is useful for small and 
medium-sized 
jobs. 
When 
required in large quantities, the 
proper make-your-own mixture 
is one part„Portland cement, 
one part lime and three parts 
sand. 


It is the lime that keeps the 
mixture fluid for a longer period 
of time and makes it easier to 
handle. It also ^adds to the 
hardness of the mixture when 
dry. 


The confusion over the use of 
the words cement and Portland 
cement isn’t helped any by the 
fact that cement, in its basic 
meaning, refers to a substance 
that 
holds 
things 
together 
without any relation to concrete 
or masonry. Thus, there are 
many different bonding agents 
on the market which are called 
cement.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Michigan cannot control the trans­ 
ports« of nuclear waste and other radioactive materials. Atty. 
Gen. Frank Kelley has ruled. Kelley said the federal Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission has sole responsibility for controlling the 
transportation of radioactive materials unless a special agreement 
gives a state responsibility for some regulation. His opinion was 
sought by state public health director Maurice Reizen, who said 
last month that federal regulation was “ fraught with a great deal 
of danger. There is little or no evidence of enforcement in this 
state" by the NRC of the transport of the potentially-lethal 
materials, Reizen told the state’s Natural Resources Commission. 
The state is expected to decide soon whether to sign an agreement 
with the NRC to give it more regulatory control over some 
radioactive materials. That agreement would not give the state 
power over transportation of wastes and other elements from 
nuclear plants. 
Bottle Ban Endorsed 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Saying “ cleanliness is next to 
Godliness.” the Michigan Council on Alcohol Problems has en­ 
dorsed a petition drive to ban non-returnable bottles and cans in 
Michigan. MICAP represents 5,00(1 churches of 30 denominations. 
It estimates up to 80 per cent of litter is beer or alcohol containers. 
Executive director Rev. Allen B. Rice II also said the council is 
convinced the ban would cause a net increase in jobs in the state. 
The Michigan Farm Bureau, with about «0,000 member families, 
also formally supported the petition drive. “ For years farmers 
have had serious problems with glass beverage containers thrown 
along country roads and adjoining fields and wood lots,” said Elton 
R. Smith, Farm Bureau president. Discarded beverage con­ 
tainers. he said, pose hazards to farm vehicle tires, livestock and 
crops. The council and Farm Bureau join the Michigan League of 
Women Voters, which said it supports the drjve. Led by the 
Michigan United Conservation Clubs, the drive needs 212,561 valid 
signatures by the first week in June to put the issue on the Nov. 2 
ballot. Those opposing the drive include the state Resource 
Recovery Commission, the state Chamber of Commerce and the 
container industry. 
Type B Flu Warning 


ANN ARBOR. Mich. (AP) — The nation faces a possible 
epidemic of type B influenza as well as swine flu, says an inter­ 
national authority on viruses. Prof. Fred Davenport, a University 
of Michigan professor, said in an interv iew this week the swine flu 
innoculation program which he advised the Ford administration to 
undertake "m ay not go far enough." Davenport, chairman of 
epidemiology at U-M’s School of Public Health, said the program 
should be expanded to innoculate for both types of flu at the same 
time. “The risk is vaccinating against swine flu and then coming 
up with an epidemic of B influenza," he said. Davenport said the 
last big surge of type B influenza occurred 10 years ago and he 
concludes from studying public health records that there is a good 
possibility it could reappear next winter 


Oil Drilling Opposed 


ANN ARBOR. Mich. (AP) — Seven University of Michigan 
professors have urged Gov. William Milliken to oppose oil drilling 
in all or part of the Pigeon River Country State Forest. In a letter 
to Milliken. the seven professors said oil companies have failed to 
show the need for the estimated $1.7 billion in oil and gas under the 
forest would justify the environmental damage the drilling would 
cause. A decision on drilling in all or part of the forest is expected 
in May from the Michigan Natural Resources Commission. 
Milliken has yet to take a stand on the controversial drilling issue. 
The professors said the northern Lower Peninsula, where the 
forest is located, is “just now starting to extract itself.” from the 
“ environmentally insensitive resource exploitation” during the 
late 19th and early 20th centuries when loggers cut and burned 
million of acres of Michigan forests. 


Cemetery Deficits Reported 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Sixteen cemeteries have a total deficit 
of $709.(503 in various funds they are supposed to maintain to in­ 
sure delivery of services contracted for in advance, according to a 
state audit report. The disclosures do not necessarily mean the 
cemeteries are going broke or will be closed down, although 
failure to correct the deficits could lead to closings, a state Com­ 
merce Department spokesman said Friday. But the State Ceme­ 
tery Commission is prepared to file complaints against the 
cemeteries for violating a requirement that says certain minimum 
balances must be maintained in “ endowed care” trust funds, 
“merchandise” trust funds and “development" trust funds. The 
commission has jurisdiction over 128 privately operated 
cemeteries but does not regulate church-operated or municipal 
cemeteries. None of the lfi is in southwestern Michigan. 


The Tax Man Cometh 


DETROIT (AP) — The tax-man trotted in Friday and took a bit 
of the edge off the city’s euphoria over its massive garage sale. 
Max Iladdix. director of the sales tax division of the Michigan 
Treasury Department, informed the city that it would lie liable for 
the state’s four per cent salt's tax. That would be about $4.H00 out 
of the $115.000 the city grossed Wednesday and Thursday as tens of 
thousands of shoppers snapp«*d up items ranging from bedpans to 
gay 90s lampposts, barber chairs, parking meters and even fire 
engines. State officials said despite the widespread publicity about 
the sale, they were unaware of it until Friday. The city didn't 
collect four per cent from each buyer, so it will have to come up 
with the money from the profits. 


Seafarer ‘Means Jobs’ 


DETROIT (AP) — Project Seafarer would mean HI Ml construc­ 
tion jobs and 100 permanent jobs in the Upper Peninsula, a high- 
ranking Navy official reports. Vice Adm Jon L. Boyes said the 
proposed, controversial underground communications grid would 
create H00 construction jobs for a 2^-year period while the project 
is being built. About 100 civilian workers would be needed to 
operate the facility, said Boyes, speaking recently at the request of 
the Detroit Club. He said the Navy has agreed to hold no more 
public relations campaigns in the U P. while the project remains 
in limb«». Many U P residents are hotly opposed to the project, 
designed to communicate with submarines via Extremely Low 
Frequency waves. Boyes also said the project would have "a 
negligible effect” on the environment and would not make the area 
a prime nuclear target. 


Legislators To See Cattle 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — State agriculture officials Tuesday are 
going to show lawmakers a healthy cow herd once branded “ PBB 
contaminated” by publicity and some media accounts. Last year 
the herd, owned by Richard Eddington of Pickford in the Upper 
Peninsula, was featured in some accounts as being contaminated 
with PBB. the toxic chemical fire-retardant polybrominated 
biphenyl. Although three of the animals contained tiny amounts of 
the chemical and the herd was not quarantined, the cattle were 
refused by pontential buyers at the time because of the con­ 
tamination report. Last November, the 101 cattle were brought to 
a farm near Mason in Ingham County for care and study by the 
Michigan Department of Agriculture and Michigan State Univer­ 
sity. The scientists concluded the cattle suffered from respiratory 
diseases, internal and external parasites and malnutrition. Only 
three of the cattle had traces of PBB, and those amounts were less 
than one-third of what the federal government allows. Now, "the 
herd is producing Grade A milk at a better-than-average rate.” 
the agriculture department said. “ The animals and new-born 
calves are vigorous.”

$345,000 bond issue which if 
approved would finance the 
construction of three new build­ 


ings. the remodeling of another, 
and the building of a new high 
sch(N)l track. 


According to Supt. Norval 
Bovee. a three-mill property tax 
levy would be required for three 
to four years to pay off the issue. 
The number of years required 
for the levy to run is not certain 
because figures on the district’s 
state equalized valuation have 
not been finalized, the superin- 
teendent said. 


The school district’s tax base 
last year was $38,098,809. Based 
on that amount, three mills for 
three years would raise about 
$348.282. 


As previously outlined by the 
board, the proposed work would 
include:

Those 
areas presently at the Michigan 
Avenue school would then be 
freed for use as a resource 
room, reading laboratory and

To alleviate an anticipated 
future enrollment bulge at the

“makes it tougher on him. I like 
to play those things down. If he 
was a truck driver none of this 
would get any attention.

Nearly a dozen reporters 
spoke with LeFlore after the 
game and he made no effort to 
brush them off or dash for the 
shower or trainer’s room. 


“ I can’t believe I’m sitting 
and discussing it,” he said. 


He said when he learned of the 
shooting he told Houk first, then 
some of the players. 


LeFlore 
said 
he 
thought 
momentarily that if he ever ran 
across the person who shot his 
brother he would attack him. 
“But that really wouldn’t solve 
anything," he said. 


According to police, Gerald 
was shot with a 30-calibre rifle 
following an argument over 
money. Six men were being held 
for questioning, they said. 


They didn’t have further de­ 
tails.

Benton Harbor High school 
will be under observation next 
week when a team of 21 
Michigan educators arrives to 
conduct a North Central As­ 
sociation evaluation April 27-29. 


BHHS 
Principal 
Wallace 
Dunn. Jr., noted the evaluation 
is designed to “help the school 
look at itself objectively.” For 
several months the high school 
staff has been working on a 
self-evaluation study, trying to 
identify strengths and weak­ 
nesses of the school program. 


Dr. James Ossian, principal 
of Big Rapids high school, 
chairman of the NCA team, 
said: “We are not visiting Ben­ 
ton Harbor to inspect it,” he 
said, "but rather to give assis­ 
tance to the staff in its pursuit of 
quality 
education 
for 
its 
students.” 


The North Central Association 
is a voluntary league of 4,00(1 
secondary schools and 65(1 
colleges and universities within 
a 19-state region. A full evalua­ 
tion is 
required of every 
member school within two years 
of admission into the associa­ 
tion. and a re-evaluation is 
required once every seven 
years. Benton Harbor was last 
evaluated in 1967-68. 


The self-study steering com­ 
mittee at the school has been 
under the chairmanship of Les 
Rock, a social studies teacher at 
BHHS. It is expected that the 
NCA visiting team will give a 
preliminary report to the staff 
and to the public at the comple­ 
tion of the evaluation on Thurs­ 
day. The team will file a full 
report within a few weeks. 


The evaluation team is com­ 
posed of 19 educators from high 
schools 
throughout 
western 
Michigan and two colleges.

Moore reports that Honee’ 
Bear Canning Company, Law­ 
ton, and Chase Farms, Scott- 
ville, have agreed to pay 271^ 
cents a pound for No. 1 as­ 
paragus and 33 cents a pound 
for Select Grade 


No 1 asparagus, being of­ 
fered for 27i<j cents, is com­ 
parable to the grade that 
brought growers 24 cents latft 
year, according to the Michigan 
Asparagus 
Growers, 
the 
growers’ bargaining agent 


Moore said that Michigan 
Fruit (’anners. Benton Harbor, 
and Eau Claire Packing Com­ 
pany are offering to pay 26 cents' 
for No. I and 31.2 cents for 
Select. Final offers from other 
companies vary, Moore said 
The Asparagus Grower final 
offer is the price they set with 
the two agn*eing packers. 


Under the 1972 Act, these final 
offers could not be charged 
Moore said They would lie sub­ 
mitted to an arbitration com­ 
mittee which would pick on«1 or 
the other. Compromise was not 
allowed under the Act, until last 
year. 


During apple negotiations the 
Michigan attorney general’s of­ 
fice ruled that compromise 
could take place in the peroid of 
time between submission Of 
final offers and announcement 
of the arbitrator’s decision.

a ry w as a 7 -y e a r- 
old boy with what 
seemed to be a totally 
im p o ssib le h e a lth 
problem—he was classed as an 
idiot. He still wore diapers, he 
didn’t recognize his parents and 
seemed unaware of the world 
around him. He could grunt, 
squeal and cry, but he couldn’t 
utter a word. 


This all changed. Gary was 
“ tu rn ed on like an electric 
light.” He now goes to school, 
he can talk and learn, and he 
exhibits almost average intelli­ 
gence. His parents call it a 
miracle. 


This is what happened: A 
psychologist referred his case to 
a biochemist who, by careful 
analysis, spotted several defi­ 
ciencies in Gary's body and, 
with medical approval, supple­ 
mented G ary’s diet generously 
with the needed nutrients. After 
10 days on this regimen, he 
recognized his parents, could 
say Mama and Daddy and was 
curious about the names of 
things. He immediately began 
to talk. 


Although G ary’s case was an 
extraordinary one and was han­ 
dled with extraordinary success, 
many people probably suffer 
unnecessary 
health 
problems 
which could possibly be solved 
by nutritional means. More and

more physicians are including 
nutrition in their diagnosis and 
treatment.

W e e k l y may have health prob­ 
lems caused or aggravated by 
their diets. If you have reached 
m iddle age, you may have 
already been visited by such 
maladies as arthritis, mental de­ 
pression, diseased teeth, emphy­ 
sema, dependence on alcohol or 
the first warnings of heart dis­ 
ease. If you are younger than 
middle age, these visitors are 
probably on their way unless 
your eating and living habits are 
excellent. 


When life was more primitive, 
people commonly did physical 
work and ate produce directly 
from a farm. Now we use an 
automobile for a two-block trip 
and consume hundreds of foods, 
some of which bear little resem­ 
blance to anything grown on a 
farm. Degenerative diseases are 
far more prevalent now, al­ 
though we know so much more 
about nutrition and health. 


The 
findings 
of 
scientists 
should open our eyes. We used 
to think that food consisted 
mostly of carbohydrates, pro­ 
teins and fats. Now we know 
good food really contains about 
40 different chemicals needed 
by our bodies. These chemicals 
are needed just as our bodies 
need oxygen. But whereas we 
need oxygen minute by minute, 
having no ability to store it, we 
do have some storage capacity 
for the 40 essential chemicals. 
They can be supplied day by 
day, week by week and, in some 
cases, month by month. And, 
of course, a deficiency of oxy­ 
gen is noticed immediately, but 
a mild deficiency of iron, iodine, 
copper, manganese, zinc, vita­ 


min C, the B vitamins, or the 
individual amino acids—to men­ 
tion a few of the 40 essentials— 
can silently and without notice 
undermine our health. 


If we eat the tissues of plants 
and animals, we are sure to get 
some kind of an assortment of 
the 40 needed nutrients. Why? 
Because all the 40 nutrients we 
need are also essential for plant 
and animal cells. Thus they are 
present in the metabolic m a­ 
chinery of these cells. However, 
when we carelessly process and 
refine our foods, we make de­ 
ficiencies virtually certain! The 
widespread milling of rice and 
wheat, for example, removes 
most of the germ or embryo 
from these grains; this is where 
the needed minerals, vitamins 
and amino acids are concen­ 
trated. 


Dr. Alan Stone, trustee of 
the American Psychiatric As­ 
sociation, said recently it was 
unfair for the public to blame 
physicians for all their troubles 
when individuals do not care 
adequately for their own bodies. 
He is right. Each individual 
should 
assume 
responsibility 
for avoiding nutritional defi­ 
ciencies and pollutants that may 
endanger 
health. 
Individuals 
should also get adequate exer­ 
cise. Physical exercise promotes 


blood flow and builds a strong 
heart and circulatory system - 
all of which help to deliver 
nourishment to the living cells 
in our bodies, including our 
brain cells. W ithout continuing 
nutrition, brain cells wither and 
die and can never be replaced. 


“The best medicines 
probably are the 
substances that occur 
naturally in our bodies.

Scientists know good nutri­ 
tion is essential to sustain life 
and health. Nutritional experi­ 
ments have been conducted 
with animals, and even green 
plants, insects, worms, bacteria, 
yeasts and molds have been 
studied—in the same way and 
with the same results. All these 
diverse living things reflect the 
same clear story, and we are 
obtuse if we fail to see the appli­ 
cations to human beings. The 
life and vigor of every kind of 
organism is closely dependent 
on how well that organism is 
nourished. Every kind of organ-

ism can be nourished at dozens 
o f levels of quality. 


Because of the many grada­ 
tions between good nutrition 
and poor nutrition, every per­ 
son should ask himself or her­ 
self, “At what quality-level is 
the nutrition I receive?” This 
question should especially be 
asked by 
every 
expectant 
mother, and it should be asked 
for all young children. Diets 
that are good enough to sustain 
adults may be inadequate to 
support reproduction or the 
growth of young people. 


The exciting idea that health 
can be promoted and disease 
prevented by close attention to 
the nutritional environment of 
the cells. and tissues of our 
bodies is gaining wide attention. 
And the validity is there: Dr. 
Linus Pauling has said that a 
proper balance of many com­ 
plex natural chemicals is needed 
to make our bodies function in 
a healthy way. For health we 
do not need drugs, which are 
foreign substances not normally 
present in healthy bodies. Tne 
best medicines probably are the 
substances that occur naturally 
in our bodies. If we use these 
effectively, we can cooperate 
with nature to prevent disease. 


This is why Dr. Pauling ad­ 
vocates the use of relatively 
large doses of ascorbic acid 
(vitamin C) to fight the com­ 
mon cold. Ascorbic acid, a 
natural part of our makeup, is 
often in short supply. 


The late Adelle Davis de­ 
serves a great deal of credit for 
making the public aware of nu­ 
trition. Unfortunately, her sci­ 
entific background didn’t equal 
the complexity of the problems. 
She found many right answers 
intuitively, but she could not 
substitute for bona fide medical 
scientists who work with bio­ 
chemists to find ways to use 
their knowledge of nutrition 
and cellular needs. A desperate 
need exists for more such sci­ 
entists.

Men­ 
tal health has been improved 
and mental disease actually has 
been prevented by nutritional 
means. 


My own interest in nutrition 
as a prevention against disease 
has been increasing steadily for 
years. I spent 25 years exploring 
ways to make various living cells 
healthy and happy in the labora­ 
tory. Then I turned to the wel­ 


fare of cells in our bodies. 


When I first discovered pan­ 
tothenic acid, one of the B vita­ 
mins, I had no knowledge of its 
usefulness in human health. But 
evidence began to come in 
quickly. I offer the following 


cases not as evidence of “cures’' 
but only as indicators that fur­ 
ther studies are needed. 


• A former student, follow­ 
ing a hunch, discovered that 
generous doses of calcium 
pantothenate (a salt of panto­ 
thenic acid) freed him from 
allergies caused by desert vege­ 
tation. 


• A retired Army nurse ex­ 
perienced remarkable improve­ 
ment 
in her memory after 
taking extra quantities of cal­ 
cium pantothenate. (The pos­ 


sibility that memory loss can be 
prevented in some individuals 
by this vitamin strongly sug­ 
gests that o th er nutritional 
treatm en ts 
may 
w ork 
for 
others.) 


• 
Some individuals seemed to 
be relieved of chronic constipa­ 
tion by taking pantothenate. 


O ther nutrients seem to pre­ 
vent and relieve other condi­ 
tions. A few years ago I 
developed severe cramps in my 
legs at night. But the pains dis­ 
appeared immediately and com­ 


pletely when I began taking 
supplements of calcium and 
phosphate. Soon after this ex­ 
perience, I noticed a friend hav­ 
ing difficulty shuffling cards | 
because of painfully cramped 
hands. I suggested that he take 
the same supplements I had 
taken. He did—and they worked 
for him, too! 


Slowly, slowly, the case for 
nutrition in medicine is build­ 
ing: 


• More than 25 years ago Dr. 
William Kaufman in New Eng­ 
land prevented joint disability 
in hundreds of patients by using 
niacinamide, an essential nutri­ 
ent in massive doses.

stomachs and hasten the healing 
of stomach ulcers. Glutamine 
also seems to decrease the crav­ 
ing for alcohol in some alco­ 
holics. 


• There is evidence that some 
cases of anemia can be treated 
not only by iron supplements 
but by adding to the diet other 
nutrients such as pyridoxine, 
niacin, vitamin B12, folic acid, 
vitamin C, copper or some of 
the essential amino acids. 


• There is evidence that some 
mental diseases can be caused 
by the lack of iodine, magne­ 
sium, potassium, vitamin C, 
thiam in, niacinam ide, p y ri­ 
doxine, vitamin B12, biotin, folic 
acid, 
riboflavin, 
tryptophan, 
inositol and other individual es­ 
sential amino acids. 


• And of course you've prob­ 
ably read that scientists are 
working on the nutritional imp­ 
lications of hypoglycemia, a 
form of disordered metabolism 
which probably afflicts about 
one person in 10. The symptoms 
of this disease include a feeling 
of general “good-for-nothing­ 
ness. ” And there are mental 
symptoms such as depression, 
insomnia, headache, fear of 
psychosis, intense irritability. 


This is why, after 55 years in 
the field, I believe strongly that 
good nutrition is the key to 
expanding our physical, mental 
and emotional 
r » 


powers.

n this era of masochistic 
comedy, some of our great­ 
est personalities have con­ 
sidered it an honor to show 
up at roasts and he carved to 
pieces by friends who don’t un­ 
intentionally hurt the ones they 
love. It's all premeditated mur­ 
der. 
written 
and 
rehearsed 
especially for the occasion. But 
nothing is more devastating to 
a professional comedian than to 
be squelched by an amateur—or 
even by another comedian when 
he isn’t expecting it. 


Imagine, for example, how 
insult artist Don Rickies felt 
when he shouted at a lady pest 
at ringside: “If you were my 
wife. I'd give you poison”—only 
to have her answer, “If you 
were my husband, I’d take it.” 
That’s why every comedian 
worth his weight in laughs is 
constantly prepared for battle. 
Bob Hope once told me he 
never went out of his house un­ 
less his writers prepared him 
with ad-libs. But even the best 
sometimes get topped. Here are 
a few instances that are among 
my favorites: 


Fred Allen to Max Asnas, 
who was the owner of New 
York’s Stage Delicatessen: 
“Your corned beef gives me 
heartburn.” Max: “What do 
you expect in a delicatessen— 
sunburn?”

I remember listening one 
night to Don Rickies devastat­ 
ing a room full of stars. To 
Orson Welles he said: “Who 
makes those tents you wear?" 
To Dean Martin: “You could 
build a skating rink with the 
ice cubes you use in your drinks 
each week.” To Ernest Borg- 
nine: “Look at you . . . Any­ 
body else hurt in the accident?” 
But 
when he picked on 
Jackie Gleason, he got more 
than he had bargained for. 
“You are three of my favorite 


comedians,” Don said to the fat 
one. “I wish you were just one 
of mine,” Gleason snapped 
back. 


Johnny Carson at one Friars 
Club (for performers) dinner, 
introduced Howard Cosell as “a 
legend in his own mind.” He 
went on, “Just because it’s free, 
Howard, you don't have to eat 
everything that’s put in front of 
you. At least stop eating while 
I'm talking." Howard looked up 
and said, “I couldn’t take you 
on an empty stomach.” 


Milton Berle’s tongue can be 
declared a lethal weapon. He 
has put down everybody, even 
the Mayor of New York (“You 
look good. Abe—you’ve taken 
off a little height” ). But even 
Berle was left without an an­ 
swer once. Milton has a habit of 
picking on anybody at ringside 
who is smoking a cigar. Pre­ 
tending to wave the smoke 
away, he groans, “Don’t you 
ever inhale?" But one night a 
man was ready for him. “Not 
with you in the room,” he 
answered. 


Alan King was in a particu­ 
larly vitriolic mood at the 
George Burns—Walter Matthau 
dinner. He introduced George 
Jessel as the oldest member: 
“His idea of an exciting night 
now is to watch his leg fall 
asleep.” To Milton Berle: “I 
think the world of you—and you 
know the shape the world is in 
right now.” To Walter Matthau: 
“Someday you’ll go too far— 
and I hope you stay there.” 


Then he started on Henny 
Youngman: “I would like to 
introduce Johnny Carson.” he 
said, “but I am forced to intro­ 
duce Henny Youngman. A man 
who started out as a small-time 
night-club comedian and never 
lived up to his promise—take 
Henny Youngman, please . . .” 


Henny finished with the toast­ 
master 
very 
quickly: 
“One 
thing about you, Alan—you’ve 


never lost an enemy.” 


Those squelches are love pats 
compared to the time I heard a 
minister devastate a profane 
comedian. It happened at an 
officers’ club in Vietnam. After 
a pointless and blasphemous 
story, the alleged comic noticed 
all eyes were suddenly fastened 
on a quiet man at the end of the 
table. “For God’s sake,” blus­ 
tered the storyteller, “are you a 
chaplain?” With a slight smile 
and deliberate emphasis, the 
chaplain answered, “Yes, for 
God’s sake. I am." 


Bob Hope told me that when 
he visits service hospitals 
around the world he likes to 
“louse up the joint.” It’s what 
they want. “One thing they 
don’t want is sympathy.” Bob 
explained. “They want me to 
walk into a ward filled with guys 
harnessed to all kinds of con­ 
traptions and say: ‘That’s all 
right, fellows, you don’t have to 
get up for me.’ ” 


Only once was Bob caught 
without an answer. We were 
going to St. Albans Hospital 
with a troupe of minstrels to 
cheer up the boys who had just 
come back from Vietnam. Most 
of them couldn’t leave their 
chairs or their beds. As we ap­ 
proached one of the wards, 
ready to throw our punch lines, 
we 
heard 
someone 
singing 
above the clatter of our en­ 
trance. Then I saw that the 
singer was a wounded service­ 
man. He was pushing himself 
towards us in a wheelchair by 
the power of his two arms—the 
only useful limbs he had left. 


"Say,” 
Bob 
greeted 
him, 
“we’re supposed to entertain 
you, and here you are meeting 
us with a song.” And the crip­ 
pled servicem an answered: 
“When I stopped looking at 
what I had lost and began look­ 
ing at all I had left. I could sing 
again!” What could Bob

ANSWERS 


1. True. When you look at a 
person who is depressed, he 
tends to look away quickly and 
is much less inclined to meet 
and hold your glance. This has 
been shown in psychological 
studies at Bristol University 
(E ngland): depressed subjects 
have “a marked decrease in the 
normal level of eye contact.” 
This tendency may be part of a 
defensive withdrawal. And in 
similar studies at Canada’s York 
University, it was found that 
depressed individuals m ain­ 
tained eye contact with other 
persons only about one-fourth 
as much as nondepressed sub­ 
jects did. 
2. True—as indicated by a study, 
at the University of Bridgeport, 
dealing with the relationship of 
romantic love and depression in 
men and women students of 
college age. Findings were re­ 
ported as follows: for 59 per­ 
cent, depression was clearly 
linked to a love affair. Men and 
women 
were 
“severely 
de­ 
pressed” in equal proportions, 
but women were more often 
depressed. 
3. True. Just as you can feel 
depressed for no apparent rea­ 
son, you can also be in the 
throes of a depression without 
realizing it at all. The masked 
depression or invisible blues, 
as it has been termed, has been 


made the subject of clinical 
studies reported to Britain’s 
Royal Medical-Psychological 
Association. The studies show 
that m asked depression is 
characterized by various bizarre 
disguises, ranging from pares­ 
thesia. which is an imaginary 
localization of such sensations 
as prickling, tickling, burning, 
to anorexia, the lack of appetite 
for food, no matter how tasty 
and delectable it is. 
4. True-accordwg to the find­ 
ings of investigators at Washing­ 
ton University Medical School. 
Contrary to what many believe, 
not everyone has episodes of 
depression. However, psycholo­ 
gist Sven Wahlroos pointedly 
observes that “a person who 
cannot suffer and cannot be de­ 
pressed lacks important dimen­ 
sions in his personality and is 
never able to develop a deep and 
lasting relationship with another 
human being." 
5. False. Psychological studies 
have demonstrated the effective­ 
ness 
of 
depression-inhihitors 
that can give you a powerful 
assist in giving the blues the 
go-by. The technique is simple. 
The depressed person selects his 
own individual depression- 
inhibitor just by vividly imagin­ 
ing a special scene or situation 
that he feels would delight 
rather than depress him. An 
example of a depressed woman 
is cited: “She was asked to de­ 
scribe a scene, feeling or activity 
which she believed to be the op­ 
posite of the feeling of depres­ 
sion. She described a scene in 
which she was lying in bed look­ 
ing at drapes that she had just 
made and feeling the warmth of 
the sun streaming into the 
room.” Result: the subject re­ 
ported that the identified scene 
terminated her depressive feel­ 
ing, and it was effectively used 
as a depression-inhibitor 
in subsequent trials.

A good professional haircut is essential. Only a 
professional can shape your hair to best suit your 
face and your type of hair. However you plan to 
style your hair, make sure you get a blunt cut with 
scissors. The hair is cut cleanly, straight across 
the end. Avoid a razor cut, which creates ragged 
edges at the ends of the hair and makes the hair 
more prone to splitting. Then make appointments 
for regular trims every six weeks or so to keep the 
ends in shape and to maintain the style. 


S h a m 
p o o s 


Choose a shampoo with a fragrance you love 
and a formula that suits your hair and your 
shampoo schedule. Read the labels to find the best 
ones to try. 


If your hair isn’t particularly oily and can go 


several days without shampooing and still look 
good, choose a shampoo for “regular” or “normal” 
hair.

If your hair has been colored, protect the color 
and keep it pretty with colorfast shampoos. 


Once you have the right shampoo, be sure to use 
it to your best advantage. If you’re shampooing 
every day, one lathering will probably be enough, 
unless your hair is very dirty or oily. After you get 
the lather in, be sure to get it all out. Rinse and 
rinse again. Any leftover shampoo will dull the hair. 


3Crème Rinses 


Magnified: A split end; a broken, frazzled hair. 


If you use a good creme rinse after shampooing, 
your comb will glide through your hair—no tugging, 
no pulling. That’s important. Your hair is weaker 
when it’s wet, and you can damage it with rough 
treatment. 


If your hair is fairly long, you may prefer a 
combination creme rinse and conditioner. Long 
hair is old at the ends. It's been handled longer than 
the rest of your hair. The cuticle is worn away, 
leaving the inner layer of hair exposed to the world. 
Since the inner layers of long hair are long chains 
of cells, they tend to separate. That’s why long 
hair is particularly susceptible to split ends. The 
conditioners help to prevent splits and frazzles 
(really bad splits that have split many times) by 
nourishing the hair where it needs it most. 


Conditioners 


Deep-penetrating conditioning treatments at 
least once a month are an essential part of your 
program for good hair care. This is the conditioner 
you leave on for twenty to thirty minutes before 
rinsing it out. 


This gives the conditioner time to get into the 
hair, fill in the gaps and smooth out the roughness 
in the outer layer. It reduces sponginess, smooths 
the hair and reduces the possibility of split ends.

If your hair is damaged, you may want to use 
penetrating conditioning twice a month or more, 
and use an instant conditioner after every shampoo. 


cHaircoloring 


If you want the richness of new color and, at the 
same time, added body and shine to your hair, 
haircoloring could be just the solution. Buffered 
with special conditioners, haircoloring can make 
your hair “nice to touch” while it makes the color 
prettier,too.

That 
small perfect face is still unfor­ 
gettable with those astonishing 
big, brown eyes that haunt you. 
The way she holds her head, 
that gentle, distinctive voice of 
hers—they're unchanged. Not 
only is hers still an uncommonly 
beautiful face, but it has ac- 


quality. Yet. even at 46, Audrey 
still has something of the inno­ 
cent about her. 


In her absence from the spot­ 
light, she married Dr. Andrea 
Dotti, an Italian psychiatrist 
nine years her junior. They 
have a son, Luca, age 5.

pounder, Bowa played American 
Legion ball in his native California, 
then made it to the major leagues 
the hard way. He was passed over 
in the draft, then signed by the 
Phillies as a free agent for $2,000. 
He spent four years in the minors 
before moving up to Philadelphia. 
His speed and deft work in the field 
impressed his teammates, but he 
was called a “Ping hitter” because 
of his weak performance in the 
batter’s box. His frustrations over his 
low batting average drove him into 
temper tantrums and earned him the 
nickname of the “G nat” "I had to 
take a mature look at myself,” he 
says. ‘‘It took me some time.” Bowa 
got help from his teammate, Dave 
Cash. He also became a switch 
hitter and started lifting weights in 
1he off-season to strengthen his 
arms. In 1974 he stole 39 bases, the 
most recorded by a Phillie player in 
65 years. Last year, he had 178 hits 
and a batting average of over .300. 
. . . His most important achievement, 
however, was in developing his 
self-confidence and ridding himself 
of the fears and anxieties that kept 
him from showing his real potential. 
. .. Bowa has led the National 
League in fielding percentage three 
times. He won the “Golden Glove” 
award in 1972. He and his wife, 
Sheena, have a home in Seminole, 
Fla., near the Philadelphia spring 
training camp.

When Larry Bowa of the Philadelphia 
Phillies first broke into major-league 
baseball, he was told he'd never 
make it big unless he learned to 
control his nervousness and his 
volatile temper.

Seven years ago, Adeie Bowman rescued 


a doe who had been injured by a harvester 
on the Bowman farm. “Bambi” recovered 
after months of being bottle-fed and kept 
warm and has since given birth to five 
ff&rns, fathered by wild stags in the neigh­ 
boring woods, and is a grandmother twice 
over. “I never expected that I would be 
maintaining a refuge for three generations 
of deer, but I’ve never regretted time spent 
with the deer.

Neither man was a plastic-stvle twenti­ 
eth centurv politician molded of soft putty

There was some hallucinating because 
of the morphine, but Mark sang songs and 
asked to have his friends come into the 
room. We talked and ate brownies. In a 
strange way. it was a good dav. We were 
able to share things. In the early evening, 
he kissed me and he said, ‘Let’s call it quits, 
Poo.’ He died about a half-hour later. There 


was for me then only an immediate glad 
acceptance that he had been released from 
physical suffering and freed to go a new and 
different way. And as he wished, his body 
was given to medical science and his eves 
were given that another might see. We 
learned later that the cornea transplant was 
successful.” The Reverend Bryant talking: 
“I can say right now that I’m living some of 
the greatest moments in life. I am the hap­ 
piest man in the world. I don’t think that 
any of the Rockefellers could be as happy 
as I am. The doctor has told me that I don’t 
have much longer to live, but I’m not upset. 
I want to live as long as anybody, as long 
as I can, but I’m not going to die on account 
of death.” These comments were excerpted 
from the PBS-TV special, “Dying,” to be 
aired Thursday, April 29 at 9 p.m.
